A s the years roll by and the old 
landmarks are fast being removed, 
either by decay or sheer devasta­ 
tion, 
one 
after 
the 
other, 
the 
present 
and 
future 
generations 
will certainly be much interested 
to know that occasionally one of 
them is rescued from destruction 
and can be handed down the ages, 
by which the primitive condition 
and state of affaairs, that are now 
forever 
gone, 
may 
be 
brought 
vividly to our mind. 
H ow few people today 
know 
that there ever was a water mill on 
Flat creek so near the present site 
of the beautiful city of Sedalia, 
where the early settlers, our fore­ 
fathers, had the “ grist 
ground” 
upon which 
they subsisted, and 
where the lumber was sawed that 
was used in building the houses 
that some of us or our parents were 
born in, at a time when it was 
common to slug the deer from the 
door steps or bring down the wild 
turkey from the near-by roost with 
the old flint lock, and the wild, 
wandering pigeon in myriads hid 
awaythe autumnal sun at noon tide, 
when the Indian whoop had hard­ 
ly died away in the distance, and 
yet such was the case, and is dem­ 
onstrated beyond all doubt by a 
relic now in possession 
of 
John 
Hausam, oi our city, and can be 
seen at his home, corner of N ine­ 
teenth street and Ingram avenue. 
It consists of a large burr oak 
log, about twenty-six 
feet long, 
and nearly two feet wide across 
the butt end. 
It is hewed on three 
sides with the old broad axe, and 
by the aid of the sturdy three yoke 
ox team was snaked to the place 
where it was used in constructing 
the dam of the mill in 1834, it be­ 
ing the last vestige now extant of 
the old water mill that stood at the 
slough (which formed the race), 
just 
a 
little west of the s l^ g h 
bridge,in the small field of the farm 
of Dr. Abell. 
The dam was constructed at the 
east end of what is known as the 
“ dam hole,” perhaps 25 or 30 rods 
west of the slough bridge, in order 
to turn the water down the slough 
to the mill, where its power was 
exerted on the wings of the under­ 
shot wheel until the entire machin­ 
ery was set in motion, and the old 
buhr spun day and night to do ser­ 
vice for the neighborhood for miles 
and miles around, where each cus­ 
tomer had his “ grist” ground in 
turn, and the contented miller was 
batlsfied 
with 
his 
toll, 
and 
no 
money would come to his purse 
except when he sold his fat cattle 
and hogs that consumed bis toll. 
This 
log 
was 
found 
by Mr. 
Hausam in the creek bed during 
the recent low 
water, about 20 
rods below the place where the 
dam had been constructed. 
It v/as 
buried in gravel, sand and water 
until but a small 
portion 
of it 
could 
be seen. 
He, passing 
by, 
noticed, by its peculiar shape, that 
it must have been used for some 
particular purpose, and, by its be­ 
ing a hewed log, that it must be 
quite old, and believed it would 
bear investigation and unearthing, 
with the above results. 
Upon inquiry among some of the 
oldest settlers,Mr. Hausam learned 
that it was used as a part of the 
old mill dam that was constructed 
63 years ago, 
and that the old 
water mill was built by one of the 
very first county judges that Pettis 
county ever had. Judge James M c­ 
Cormick, and his partner, Abraham 
Higgins, in 1834. 
Judge McCormick >vas the latn- 
er of Fred E. and J. Hiram M c­ 
Cormick and the grandfather of 
James E . McCormick, now travel­ 
ing salesman of the Sharff Grocery 
Co., of St. Louis. 
Fred E . M cCorm ick,who is now 
in his 83d year, is the only man liy- 
iiig who assisted in hewing this 


the 
dam and erecting 
the mill, 
when but a youth 17 years old. 
He has viewed this log in the creek 
bed, where it was just unearthed, 
and identified it and certified to 


I the accompanying statement, Dec. 
' I, 1899, to-wit : 
This log is the last vestige of the 
old water mill on Fiat creek, erect­ 
ed by Judge James 
McCormick 
and Abraham 
Higgins in 1S34, 
about two and one-hulf mil s east 
of the present waterworks. It was 
found buried in gravel, sand and 
water by Tohn Hausam, who un- 
tk/ 
^ 
earthed it Oct. 21, 
1899, and was 
identified and certified to Dec. i, 
1S99, by Fred E. McCormick, the 
son of Judge McCormick, who is 
now the only man living who as­ 
sisted in hewing the log, construct­ 
ing the darn and erecting the mill, 
who was then 17 years old, and is 
now in his 83d year, being born 
A u g .

prison is happy because, unhappily 
for itself, its movements are lively, its 
expressions contented, its song cheer­ 
ful.

It must be hitter enough 
to 
bear, even if the prisoner has a fellow 
in captivity; how m uch bitterer if it 
is, as often liappens, doomed to soli­ 
tude. 
T here is not a single kind of 
bird usually kept in a cage which is 
not, when at liberty, either gregarious 
or perm anently paired. 
Skylarks, for 


instance, are favorite cage birds, es­ 
pecially w'ith Londoners, and they are 
usually shut up alone, in a peculiarly 
low cage, so that they may not injure 
their heads by attem pting to 
soar. 
Y e t skylarks by nature are migratory,
